Starving Here. 

The city administration and all the 
charities together in New York pro- 
vide relief funds for only 97,000 un- 
employed heads of families, less than 
one-third of those totally unem- 
ployed, which amounts to an average 
of $1 a week for those that get relief 
at all. Most get none. 

Over a quarter of the Cases inves- 
tigated by the Home Relicf Bureau 
get no relief, and those that do get 
some have to wait weeks while the 
red tape is unwound. 

It is impossible for more than a 
million jobless in this city to live 
this way. Only a few days ago 
Estelle Smith was starved to death in 
Harlem; only a few days ago Mrs. 
Best had her legs crushed when in 
desperation she attempted suicide. 

In Harlem 50 per cent of the chil- 
dren are sick from hunger. Condi- 
tions are no better in other work- 
ing-class neighborhoods. 

So far this year, 200,000 evictions 
have taken place.

They are 
well fed, well dressed, well housed. Their salaries and in- 
comes are large. They meet to devise new assaults upon the 
workers for whom the National Hunger March speaks. There 
is no mercy in the hearts of Wall Street’s spokesmen: Behind 
barred doors they meet to defend the system that has cre- 
ated an army of 15-16,000,000 jobless and hungry workers 
in the richest country in the world. This is the ‘new deal” 
promised by President-elect Roosevelt and Garner, his run- 
ning mate. 


Two miles from the Capitol, housing the representatives 
of: bankers, billionaires and bosses, 3000 Hunger Marchers 
are held prisoners.

KIDNAP 6 CALIF. 
FARM STRIKERS 


Strike 100 P. C. Solid, 
in Spite of Terror 


VACAVILLE, Cal., Dec. 5,—Jail 
doors were opened for the strike- 
breaking agents of the democratic 
boss, Frank H. Buck who kidnapped 
six of the strikers jailed here as a 
result of Sunday’s demonstration by 
the strikers in front of the City Hall. 

The six workers, most of whom 
took leading part in the strike, were 
forced ir.to several automobiles, driv- 
en out of town and brutally beaten 
by the thugs. They are: Claude 
Thompson, Bob Nelson, Tom Clark, 
T. Martinez, Marvin Blackburn and 
R. B. Matney. 

The strike is now more than 4a 
week qid and has successfullly tied 
up tree-pruning work around Vaca- 
ville. The 300 tree-pruners on strike 
are fighting a wage reduction of 
from $1.50 to $1.25 a day and the 
lengthening of the day from 8 to 9 
hours. 

The kidnaping has been engin- 
eered by the emplovers and the Chief 
of Police, O. E. Allev who hinted 
knowledge as to the identity of the 
kidnapers, and expressed the hope 
that this act.of terrorism would 
weaken the strike which to date Nas 
been 100 per cent solid.

To Present Demands 


The marchers voted to present 
their demands to Congress tomorrow 
in a body-and repeated their decia- 
ration that they have a right te go 

erre~bedyt0 Congress. They have 
elected 25 spokesmen for the Senate 
and 25 for the House of Representa- 
tives. They called again On the work- 
ers of the whole country to demon- 
strate Tuesday in support of the 
demands for $50 Federa] Winter Re- 
lief, and unemployment insyrance at 
the expense of the government and 
the employers. 

The conference met in the camp 
where they are interned, surrounded 
by police armed with machine guns 
and tear gas. Police had terrorized 
all hall owners and ptevented the 
hiring of any adequate hall in the 
city, and when one small one was 
hired, the police cordon refused to 
let marchers go through their lines 
to it. 

The marchers adopted their state- 
ment of demands to Coneress after 
discussion, conducted while prove- 
| cateurs threw stones at them from 
[the hillside, and the provocateurs 
| were shielded by the police when 
| committees started up to stop them. 
| Protests to the police. resulted in the 
‘cops taking a more threatening at-

National Farm Conference Is, Indication of | 


Rising Struggle of the Farmers

(The following article is especial- 
ly timely in view of the National 
Farm Conference which opens 
temorrow in Washington). 


HREE-FOURTHS of the Negroes _ 


in the Black Belt live in the 
farm regions. The blood and sweat 
of millions of these men, women, 
and children fattens the land which 
grows cane, cotton, rice, tobacco. 
Jobn L. Spivak’s “Georgia Nigger” 
shows this clearly. 

Turpentine dippers make forty 
cents a day. Dipping lasta five 
months a year. The rest the 
time the colored worker is told to 
root like a hog or die. Harvesting 
tobacco, he’s lucky to get as much 
as a mule—fifty cents a day. For 
thirteen hours a day peach pickers 
were making seventy cents while 
the grower was getting four dollars 


a bushel last season: Where he used | 
to make three dollars harvesting | 


rice, he gets now a dollar. 


Seventy | 


cents a day is all the wages for cut- | 


ting cane. Under a sun like a ter- 
rible leech, cotton pickefs are lucky 
to make fifty cents working from 
dawn to dark. There are places 


in the Black Belt where pickers | 
work out.under the moon to make | 


ten cents more. 

Conditions Grow Worse 
As the crisis deepens, conditions 
become worse. Cotton falls below 
six cents a pound. Rice ,cane, to- 
bacco sell below cost. Share-crop- 
pers, tenants and small farmers are

When Coney marched down to the 
town of England, Ark. to demand 
food, Negro farmers marched with 
him. What happened in Camp Hill,

In this district during 
the crisis the larger landlords be- 
gan to steal the holdings of the 
Negro farmers. One landlord in- 
creased<his holdings from 280 acres 
to 14,000 in two years. This drove 
thousands of Negroes off the land 
to beg or fight for the little work 
left to do. To protect themselves 
the Negro farmers formed the 
Sharecroppers’ Union. By July, 
1931 there were eight hundred 
farmers in it.

What Is the Communist 
Stand on Cooperatives, 
Is Worker's Question 


Deming, N. M. 
Dear Comrades: 

It has often been suggested that 
we form ourselves into groups, co- 
operatives, and artels for the pur- 
pose of farming idle land, 
and conserving foods and fruits 
which are going to waste, and so 
save ourselves from starvation. As 
I know that these co-operative 
ventures have failed in the past, 


Within limits co-operatives un- 
der capitalism are useful to the 
workers; for instance co-operative 
Pp houses to produce work- 
ing-class literature. It is a danger- 
ous illusion, however, to imagine 
that by forming co-operatives it is 
possible to make inroads upon the 
capitalist system, or to enable the 
working class to escape the effects 
of capitalist crises. Co-operatives 
launched upon guch a basis inevit- 
ably degenerate into capitalist 
ventures, with an individual or 
group of individuals getting the 
benefit. Co-operatives cannot grow 
into a socialist society. Such vent- 
ures as the Llano colony are at 
best utopias, at the worst petty 
rackets of such adventurers as 
Job Harriman, the former 8S. P. 
leader in California. 

Certain aspects of current agi- 
tation for co-operatives are 4&4 
menace to the working class. Such, 
for instance, as the demands of 
Chambers of Commerce, “citizen's 
leagues”, and the Socialist Party 
that the unemployed workers 
should farm idle land. This is just 
a deception to hold back the work- 
ers from mass struggle against the 
hunger program of the capitalist 
class. At a time when hundreds 
of thousands of farmers are being 
driven by hunger from the land it 
is criminal to propose to workers 
that they get out of the industrial 
centers and starve like stray ani- 
mals on the land. 

Of a similar deceptive nature is 
the proposal of Norman Thomas 
that workers operate “idle factories” 
and exchange goods with each 
other. Under such procedure the 
workers would get a few miserable 


articles instead of money for their 


work, while the factory owners 
would get their dividends, rent or 
interest. It would be the worst 
kind of forced labor, with a Soci- 
alist Party label.

N CONSIDERING the problems 
of the struggle against the new 
ambitious orts being made by 
the Soci Party and the bureau- 
cracy of the American Federation 
of Labor to mislead the working

out these, the social fascists would 
be hampered in carrying out 
their special function of deceiv- 
ing the working masses. At the 
same time, the social fascists re- 
strain the workers from revolu- 
tionary action against the capi- 
talist offensive and growing fa- 
scism, playing the part of a 
screen behind which the fascists 
are able to organize their forces, 
and build the road for the fascist 
dictatorship.”
